this morning and got from him a story 
of the capture ot a smooth horse thiet, 
bigamist and ex-convict.

gy-to one Charles Leslie, to be driven to

He paid all his bills and Iclt 
orders for his mail to be torwarded to 
Alillburg, Wood county, and also ?eit 
orders at the Millburg postofflce to for- 
ward his mail to Fostona, and at Fos- 
tona he left orders ior it to be tor- 
v.arded to Toledo. Griffith followed all 
clews and on Saaturday morning had 
Leslie arrested in Toledo by Detective 
.'ack Carev, upon leaving the posr- 
office. 


On Saturday night Griffith went to 


Toledo, and Sunday evening returned 
tci Newark with Leslie The latter was 
taken to the county jail and the vet- 
eran detective heard the click of the 
lock behind the thirty-fitth horse thief 
brought to justice through his efforts. 


Leslie has served two terms in the 


Ohio penitentiary, one for grand* iar- 
ceny and another Irom Tuscarawas 
county for bigamy. He was released in 
3901.

The grand jury tor the September 


term of common pleas court was im- 
paneled and sworn in this morning. 
Judge Charles W. Seward delivered a 
very comprehensive charge, in which 
the duties of the jurors during then- 
deliberations were fully stated. 
The 


jurors commenced "hearing testimony 
this afternoon. 


Application was made this morning 


for an injunction in the case of the city 
of Newark, by Phil B. Smythe, its so- 
licitor, for and on behalf of said city, 
vs. The Newark Natural Gas and Fuel 
Company for an injunction to restrain 
the gas company from requiring any of 
its consumers to use a meter in their 
use of gas, and from refusing or neg- 
lecting to furnish gas to any of its 
consumers who may desire to use the 
same at a flat rate. The petition &ecs 
forth the ordinance passed 
February 


21, 1898; recites the acceptance of the 
same; says that at the time the ordi- 
nance was accepted defendant had the 
right to elect to turnish to its consum- 
ers gas either hy meter or flat rate; 
that the gas company did elect to fur- 
nish gas to its consumers at a flat rate, 
and induced and persuaded its consum- 
ers to pie their homes, at great ex- 
pense, and make all necessary connec- [ 
tions and arrangements to burn gas' at 
the flat rate. 
That defendant refuses 


now to furnish gas except oy meter; 
that to make the change to burn by 
meter will involve a large expenditure 
ot money on the part of consumers; 
that by reason of defendant's election 
to furnish gas heretofre at a flat rate; 
and its persuasion of its customers to 
burn the same at a flat rate, defendant 
is, by law, estopped from requiring its 
consumers to change its pipes, fittings, 
etc., and use gas by meter measure- 
ment. 
* 


A temporary restraining order is 


asked, and that, upon final hearing, 
that the gas company be perpetually 
enjoined as asked for in the petition. 


The papers were submitted to the 


court.

For n single bird—5100.000! 
That giant roe which terrorized Sind- 


bad the Sailor and all his men was no 
myth, says thc Now York World. The 
"Arabian Nights" tells the truth -when 
it speaks of that monster of the skies, 
which would cany off a man in its 
great claws. Schezerade was telling 
no fairy tale. 


Professor Krause, foremost among 


the savants of the University of Ber- 
lin, 
is even now in Madagascar seek- 


ing the great bird which boy readers 
know as the roc and which scientists 
call the tcpyornis. Arabian romance 
had a shorter name—the roc. The 
savant has been commissioned to en- 
gage whatever men and transport he 
needs and to spend 500,000 marks if be 
can bring back just one of those giant 
birds, long since believed to be extinct. 


"Have started on the hunt" is the 


last cable message which the senate 
of the university has received. Now, 
it is all that those grave and spec- 
tacled German scientists can do to 
wait for the great day when the in- 
trepid Krause shall return to civiliza- 
tion with perhaps another message: 


"I have the roc itself!" 
But how does Professor 
Krause 


know that there is a live roc in the 
heart of Madagascar? That question 
is most easy to answer because a fresh 
egg has been found. It was floating 
down the quiet stream toward thc 
southeast coast, borne upon the bosom 
of the current that had brought it from 
the wild and almost unexplored in- 
terior of the great island off the east 
African coast. 


Natives found it. With loud cries of 


joy they bore it to a little party of 
white men who happened to be near 
by. One chanced to be a naturalist. 
For u moment be was dumfounded; 
then he spoke. "The egg of the tepy- 
oruis," he said, "the roc of Arabian 
fable. 
The egg is fresh. 
It would 


have turned within a week. The bird 
that laid this egg is still alive!" The 
great egg was twelve inches in diam- 
eter and twenty inches long. 
It 


weighed twenty-seven pounds. Think 
of a chick of such tremendous weight! 
The white men •were Germans. They 
cabled at once to Berlin, and back the 
nest day caine the order for Professor 
Urause to take command and to work 
his way up the river at any price to 
find the live bird that laid the egg. 
That the egg was still fresh proved 
that the bird could not be far away. 


The expedition is equipped with ev- 


erything that science can suggest. Its 
orders are to bring the great bird back 
alive and to study its native haunts, 
its life and its present condition. If 
the expedition is successful, it will be 
one of the notable achievements for 
natural history of the present century - 


For a long period the marshes of 


Madagascar have yielded the fossil 
eggs of these enormous extinct birds, 
the rocs of days long since bygone. 
The natives have known of them for 
many, many years and have been ac- 
customed to hunt them for naturalists 
by probing the bottoms of the swamps 
with long iron rods. 
All the better 


museums of the world have one or 
more of the giant fossil eggs. 


For the monster birds the name of 


a:p3'ornis was proposed when the 
first fossil eggs were found. Gradually 
it became accepted as the scientific 
name of the giant bird that had laid 
those great eggs. 
In tho course of 


time naturalists were rewarded by the 
discovery of fossil bones of the bird. 
Some of these disinterred within re- 
cent years indicate that they belonged 
to birds bigger than any others known 
to students of natural history. 
Thc 


bones of the toes seemed almost as

Leavenworth, Kas., Sept 2I-—The 


new United States penitentiary, ap- 
proaching' completion on the Ft. Leav- 
enworth military reservation, is the 
finest; largest, most secure and conven- 
ient and most unique penal institution 
in the United States. And, considering 
all these things, its cost to the gov- 
ernment is about one-third the ordi- 
nary cost of such work. This is due to 
the fact that the very convicts who are 
now confined there have built the pris- 
on over their heads. 


The new prison embodies ia its con- 


struction and arrangement the best 
features of all of the prisons of the 
country and some new ideas of War- 
den French and his successor. War- 
den McCJanghry- Wm. S. Earaes. of 
St. Louis, was chosen, architect. The 
prison is built on an eminence over- 
looking the town of Leavenworth and 
Fort Leavenwcrtb. It has a froniagc 
of SOO feet with walls on three sides 
-56 feet in height inclosing Ifi acres.

of one refectory is an amusement hall 
and ciiapel with a seating capacity of 
1,500 on the main floor and 300 in the 
gallery, a capacity equaled in few halls 
in the United States.
